That’s why , 
the 26 -y ear

farmer said as he prepared 
to 
start ho me with his title 
and 
$100 prize mo ney , when he gets 
back to Io wa he will husk o nly 
IOO to 110 bushels o f co rn a day . 
“ I co uld do 
mo re,” 
Carlso n 
said, “ but w hat’s the use? 
I’d 
rather liv e lo nger and enjo y life.” 
The champio n pro v ed y ester­ 
day in co mpetitio n with 17 o th­ 
er state champio ns and runners­ 
up that he co uld do a lo t mo re. 
He “ shucked" 41.52 bushels in 8 0 
minutes to set a reco rd fo r 
the 
ev ent, then spent the 
ev ening 
dancing while waiting fo r 
an 
early mo rning train. 
“ I feel great,” Carlso n said aft­ 
er the co ntest. He ex plained that 
his hands were in go o d co nditio n 
because he’d been co mpeting fo r 
six y ears. He finished last in his 
first cbntest 
in 19 29 —fo r 
the 
Audubo n co unty title. Since then, 
he said, he has wo n fo ur titles 
in ll co ntests. 
He said he co nsiders 
farming 
“ quite an ideal life; there’s 
a 
lo t o f satisfactio n in it.” As fo r 
stay ing o n the farm, ho wev er, he | 
said, “ no t if I fo und so mething 
better." 
He described the champio nship 
field as “ dandy ” and the co rn— 
so ng and sto ry no twithstanding 
—taller than that o ut in Io way . 
There will be 8 0 acres o f co rn 
waiting to be “ shucked” 
when 
Carlso n gets ho me, 
where 
his 
parents o perate a 48 0 acre farm. 
One o f his three bro thers, Carl, 
also co mpetes in co rn husking, 
but hasn’t had Elmer’s success.

W ashingto n, No v . 9 (ZP) — The 
New Deal was embarked to day 
o n an effo rt to get utility ho ld­ 
ing co mpanies to take the first 
step o f co mpliance with the 19 35 
public utility act. 


Alluding to the Baltimo re fed­ 
eral co urt decisio n declaring the 
who le 
act 
unco nstitutio nal, 
Chairman J ames M. Landis o f 
the securities co mmissio n said 
the law “ is v alid until the Su­ 
preme Co urt declares o therwise.” 
He warned ho lding co mpanies 
that if they do no t register with 
the securities co mmissio n by De­ 
cember I, as pro v ided in the act, 
much o f their co rpo rate activ ity 
thereafter will be tainted with 
questio nable legality . 
The registratio n sectio n calls I 
fo r certain info rm atio n abo ut 
the co mpanies o n which 
the 
co mmissio n will base its deter­ 
m inatio n as to which o nes sho uld 
be permitted to co ntinue in o p­ 
eratio n. The act pro v ides fo r the 
ev entual elim inatio n o f utility 
ho lding firms co nsidered uneco ­ 
no mic o r unnecessary , splitting 
up o f tho se who se area o f o pera­ 
tio ns is deemed to o widespread, 
and regulatio n o f the remainder. 
Landis, in a press interv iew 
y esterday , so ught to sho w that 
registratio n wo uld be the wisest 
step fo r the utilities firms to 
take, and he also said it was 
“ abo ut tim e” they info rmed their 
sto ckho lders whether o r no t they 
intended to do so . 
If they decline to register, he 
said, their subsequent actio ns 
such as issuing securities, nego ­ 
tiating co ntracts, acquiring o ther

its powers, it has been urged by scientists that 
an explanation of the Aurora would be found in 
the laws governing the discharge of electricity 
through gasses. 
This theory has been followed in a successful 
conclusion, and it is now known that the un­ 
earthly ribbons of light of the Aurora are due 
to action of solar radiation on nitrogen “ snow” 
or cry stals of solid nitrogen floating in the upper 
atmosphere, at an estimated distance of sixty 
miles above the earth. 
To prove this theory , nitrogen has been frozen 
on a copper plate, much as the moisture in a 
warm room is frozen on refrigerator pipes. The 
cry stals of nitrogen were then bombarded with 
electric light ray s, whereupon the cry stals were 
made to emit a pale green light and this, when 
examined under the spectroscope, was found to 
be identical with the green light of the Aurora. 
The strange changes of color through which 
the Aurora passes have also been explained by 
the same experiment, for it was found that under 
the bombardment of electric light ray s the solid 
nitrogen on the copper plate partly evaporated, 
and that the green light changed to the reddish 
color seen in the Aurora and now recognized 
as characteristic of nitrogen gas.
